Bat from ^ beat lafcaoMtHii 
obtainable iu treating each subject, Cuba, Porto Riro, Lailrones, Manilla and 
the peace commission, acceptance in some cases is understood to relate to con 
ditioBs somewhat diihreat from thoaa laid dowa by tho ABaorleaa govota- 
ir.eui. 

As to Cuba, tbe American terms demanded tbe evacuation of the island 
withont speei^rlag the future term of government. The Spanish reply is said 
to accept the principle that the Spanish sovereignty over Cuba will terminate 
but it is understood to take up the future government ot the island, because 
of tbooxtoatof SpaaiihlataNat thero. 

The American conditions as to Porto Rico, the Landrones, Manila, eto., 
are believed to have lieeu accepted, hut the topics are treated at some length.
